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PARISH COUNCIL NOTES 


The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was held on Tuesday 
15th July in the Village Hall. 


Proposec play area, Appletrees 


The Council discussed at some length the proposal by New Ideal 
Hones Ltd. to site a childrens' play area in Appletrees. There 
had been considerable opposition from local residents on 
several grounds, chiefly the small size of the area in question 
and the fact that there were very few children in the vicinity. 
The Council decided to accept the offer of the play equipment 
but to ask New Ideal Homes Ltd. if it could be sited elsewhere 
the location to be determined later. In the meantime, the 
Council will suggest to the developers that the proposed site 
should be tidied, planted with shrubs and a seat installed for 
the benefit of the older residents of Appletrees. 
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For some time now the communal television aerial system 
covering most parts of the village has been deteriorating to 
the point at which meintenance has become costly, difficult, 
and in some cases, impossible. The Parish Council feels that 
it can no longer guarantee satisfactory reception by means of 
the communal system and for that reason has decided to abandon 
the system on. 1st. October 1980. In order to help residents 
during the transitional period.it has negotiated a special 
agreement with its contractor to provide an-individual aerial 
to any resident who is currently served by the communal system 
on payment of £10. The balance of the price of the aerial, 
and the cost of installation, will be borne by the Parish 
Council and after installation the aerial will become the 
property of the individual householder. All residents concer- 
ned are being circulated with a letter giving full details, 
and an application form, but if you wish for more infromation 
please ring the Clerk, Paul Smith on Madingley 210889. The 
offer will close on 30th September 1980. 


Parking in garage courts, Appletrees 


Complaints have been received from residents of Appletrees 
that visitors to the Village Hall have been parking their cars 
in nearby garage courts. This causes considerable inconveni- 
ence to local residents who are unable to move their cars, and 
in the event of an emergency could have tragic consequences.

School holidays! Squabbling toddlers, screaming babies, 
screeching mothers and hordes of unruly children swarming 
about the house and garden from dawn to dusk! However sunny 
the weather and well planned the excursions, the odd disaster 
days are likely to occur. 


On wet days remember that everyday foods in the kitchen can be 
turned into activities for the younger children to enjoy.
